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The  Democratic  State  Convention,  to  nominate  candidates  for  Governor,  Judge 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  Lieutenant-Governor,  and  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs  met 
at  Library  Hall,  in  the  City  of  Pittsburgh,  on  Wednesday,  May  22d,  1878,  pursuant 
to  the  call  of  the  Democratic  State  Committee. 

William  M’Clelland,  Chairman  of  the  Democratic  State  Committee,  called 
the  Convention  to  order,  and  announced  that  Rev.  D.  X.  JUNKIN,  D.  D.,  of  New 
Castle,  Lawrence  County,  would  open  the  proceedings  with  prayer. 

The  venerable  clergyman  stepped  to  the  front  of  the  stage,  and,  with  out¬ 
stretched  arms,  called  upon  those  present  to  join  in  prayer.  The  audience  in  all 
parts  of  the  house  arose  to  their  feet  as  one  man,  and  Dr.  JUNKiN  delivered  the 
following : 


PRAYER  OF  REV.  DR.  JUNKIN. 

Almighty,  all-wise,  and  infinitely  benificent  Jehovah!  Creator,  Sustainer,  Bene¬ 
factor  and  Governor  of  all;  Thou  reignest  in  the  annies  of  Heaven,  and  amongst 
the  inhabitants  of  the  earth;  and  Thou  hast  a  right  to  reign,  for  of  Thee  and  to  Thee 
and  for  Thee  are  all  things.  All  glory  to  Thy  Holy  name,  from  whom  all  glories  are ! 

In  the  name  of  Him  whom  Thou  always  hearest,  we  humbly  beseech  Thee  to  be 
present  with  this  Convention  as  a  spirit  of  wisdom,  harmony,  forbearance  and  free¬ 
dom.  Assembled  as  the  representatives  of  a  large  portion  of  the  people  of  this 
great  Commonwealth,  avowedly  to  devise  measures  for  the  public  good;  wilt  Thou 
give  unto  every  member  of  this  Convention  that  guidance  which  will  lead  to  the 
avoAval  of  such  principles,  and  the  noviinatioji  of  such  men,  as,  if  approved  by  the 
people,  will  advance  the  interests  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  prosperity  of  her 
people,  the  honor  and  union  of  the  great  nation  of  which  we  form  a  part,  and  the 
glory  of  Thy  Holy  name !  May  Avisdom,  harmony  and  patriotism  mark  all  their 
councils,  and  may  they  do  that  Avhich  is  “right  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord.” 

Accept  of  our  hearty  thanks  for  all  that  is  glorious  in  the  past  history  of  our 
country,  for  the  achievement  of  our  independence,  for  the  free  institutions  under 
Avhich  Ave  rejoice,  and  for  the  great  prosperity  Avhich,  as  a  people,  Ave  have  enjoyed. 
And  may  these  institutions  of  regulated  liberty  be  transmitted,  undimmed  and  un¬ 
impaired,  to  the  latest  posterity;  and  may  they  endure  until  the  last  shock  of  time 
shall  bury  all  the  empires  of  earth,  in  the  ruins  of  the  final  day. 

We  ask  Thee  to  forgiA^e  our  sins,  and  to  grant  a  gracious  ansAver  to  our  pray¬ 
ers,  for  the  sake  of  Christ,  Thy  glorious  Son !  Amen. 
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The  Chairman  then  announced  the  temporary  officers. 

The  Secretaries  began  the  roll-call.  It  was  interrupted  by  calls  of  persons 
contesting  the  seats  of  delegates,  or  supposed  delegates,  whose  names  had  been 
entered  upon  the  roll  by  Chairman  M’Ci.eli.and. 

Mr.  Ker,  of  Philadelphia,  raised  the  point  of  order  that  is  w'as  not  in  order 
to  enter  any  names  on  the  roll  where  there  was  a  contest.  .Mr.  IIav,  of  Allegheny^ 
supported  this  point  of  order. 

The  Chairman  overruled  the  point  of  order. 

Messrs.  Ker,  IIay  and  Ellis  claimed  that  the  uniform  usage  of  the  party  had 
been  for  the  Chairman  of  the  State  Committee  to  direct  the  Secretaries  to  call  the 
list  of  districts,  and  note  such  contests  as  would  be  reported  as  the  list  w'as  called. 

Mr.  Coffrotii,  of  .Somerset,  moved  that  the  list  of  districts  be  called. 

Chairman  M’Clelland  declined  to  entertain  the  motion. 

Mr.  Fox,  of  Northampton,  renew^ed  the  motion  of  Gen’l  Coffrotii,  in  another 
form,  that  the  list  of  districts  be  called,  and  wherever  there  was  a  contest,  that  it  be 
noted  on  the  roll-call  and  both  names  sent  to  the  Committee  on  Credentials. 


Mr.  Wood,  of  Allegheny,  supported  that  motion. 

Mr.  Allen,  of  Lycoming,  sustained  the  ruling  of  the  Chair. 

Mr.  Miller,  of  Washington,  argued  that  the  Chairman  of  the  State  Commit¬ 
tee  w^as  clearly  wa'ong  in  his  departure  from  the  usages  of  the  party,  in  calling  the 
names  of  the  supposed  delegates.  He  should  call  the  list  of  districts. 

Mr.  Fox  renewed  his  motion  that  the  roll  be  called  by  districts,  and  names  of 
delegates  be  omitted  in  districts  where  there  are  contests. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion  and  it  was  carried  almost  unanimously. 

The  List  of  Districts  w'as  then  called  over  and  the  delegates  answered.  Con¬ 
tests  in  several  districts  were  announced.

Mr.  Speer  wns  declared  to  be  the  Temporary  Chairman. 

Mr.  Scott  then  conducted  the  Chairman  elect  to  the  chair  and  introduced  him 
to  the  Convention,  saying:  “Gentlemen  of  the  Convention — I  l  ave  the  honor  and 
the  pleasure  to  introduce  the  Temporary  Chairman  of  the  Convention,  the  Hon.  R. 
M.  Speer.” 
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Mr.  Speer  was  received  with  cheers.  lie  acknowledged  the  compliment  and 
.said:  “Gentlemen — For  the  considerate  kindness  which  you  have  done  me  in 
calling  upon  me  to  preside  over  the  temporary  organization  of  this  Convention, 
I  profoundly  thank  you.  I  am  now  ready  to  proceed  with  the  further  order  of  this 
body.”

Organization;  and  that  all  resolutions  relative  to  Platform  be  referred  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Resolutions  without  debate.

Mr.  M’Kenna,  of  Allegheny,  from  the  Committee  on  Permanent  Organization 
presented  a  report  naming  Hon.  Charles  R.  Buckalew,  of  Columbia,  as  Chair¬ 
man,  and  one  delegate  from  each  Senatorial  District  as  Vice-President,  and  con¬ 
tinuing  the  other  Temporary  Officers. 

The  report  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

The  announcement  of  the  name  of  Chas.  R.  Buckalew  as  Permanent  Chair¬ 
man,  was  received  with  great  applause.  The  Chair  designated  Senator  Wallace 
and  Geo.  M.  Dallas  as  a  committee  to  conduct  Mr.  Buckalew  to  the  chair.  The 
appearance  of  the  trio  on  the  platform  was  greeted  with  hearty  cheering. 

Mr.  Chairman  Speer  said:  “Gentlemen,  thanking  you  for  your  courtesy,  I 
step  down  and  out.” 

Mr.  Wallace  said:  “Gentlemen  of  the  Convention,  I  have  the  pleasure  of 
introducing  your  Permanent  Presiding  Officer,  Hon.  Charles  R.  Buckalew,  of 
Columbia  County.”  (  Cheers.) 
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SPEECH  OE  MR.  BUCK  A  LEW. 

Mr.  JiucKAEEW  said: 

Gen'I'EEMEN  (JE  THE  Convention  :  I  thank  you  very  sincerely  for  this  evi¬ 
dence  of  continued  confidence  from  the  Democratic  Party  of  my  native  State. 

The  duties  of  this  place  I  shall  endeavor  to  perform  with  fidelity.  I  invoke 
for  your  ])roceedings  perfect  order  and  courtesy  and  harmony  among  yourselves. 
Those  present,  not  members  of  the  Convention,  are  requested  to  preserve  order  and 
decorum,  to  respect  the  Convention  and  to  respect  themselves. 

During  the  heat  of  nominations  many  things  are  said  which  are  afterwards  mat¬ 
ter  of  regret.  Criticism  at  such  time  is  not  sparing  of  censure  u])on  the  past  mo¬ 
tives  and  conduct  of  men  who  are  proposed  for  nomination.  It  gives  me  pleasure 
to  say  that  the  men  whose  names  are  sent  up  to  us  for  consideration  are  honorable 
and  fit  for  the  places  for  which  they  have  been  named.  Let  us  treat  them  fairly, 
and  now  and  hereafter,  let  us  all  act  like  men  engaged  in  a  common  purpose,  and 
who  are  actuated  by  manly  and  proper  motives.  Then,  “  like  a  band  of  brothers 
joined,  peace  and  safety  we  shall  find.” 

Gentlemen,  our  party  exists  because  it  is  necessary.  It  is  devoted  to  sound 
Constitutional  principles,  to  honest  Government,  and  to  a  policy  that  will  secure  the 
equal  rights  of  all  the  people.  It  is  opposed  to  communism  on  the  one  hand,  and 
to  monopoly  on  the  other;  and  it  is  in  favor  of  good  money  in  sufficent  amount  for 
common  wants  and  common  use ;  to  cheap  Government  in  order  that  labor  may  be 
lightly  burdened;  and  of  honest  elections  honestly  returned,  in  order  that  the  integ¬ 
rity  of  our  Republican  system  may  be  maintained. 

As  I  know  that  you  are  anxious  to  go  on  with  your  work,  I  shall  not  delay  you 
by  a  speech.  Let  us  perform  our  duties  with  diligence  and  fidelity,  form  a  ticket  of 
good  men,  and  submit  it  to  the  people  with  confidence  that  it  will  be  supported  and 
approved. 


Order  of  Business. 

Mr.  Allen,  of  Lycoming,  offered  a  Resolution  declaring  the  business  of  the 
Convention  should  be  in  the  following  order : 

First.  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

Secotid.  Nomination  of  a  Candidate  for  Governor. 

Third.  Gandidate  for  Supreme  Judge. 

Fourth.  Candidate  for  Lieutenant-Governor. 

Fifth.  Candidate  for  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs. 

Mr.  SoWDEN,  of  Lehigh,  moved  an  amendment  nominating  Lieutenant-Gov¬ 
ernor  after  Governor,  and  placing  the  nomination  of  Supreme  Judge  after  Secretary 
of  Internal  Affairs,  or  last  on  the  list.  Mr.  SowDEN  supported  his  amendment,  saying 
this  was  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  State,  a  Democratic  Convention  had  been 
called  on  to  nominate  at  the  same  time  Candidates  for  Governor,  Lieutenant-Gov¬ 
ernor  and  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  it  was  important,  as  we  would  probably 
establish  a  precedent  for  all  time,  that  the  right  course  should  be  taken.  He  argued 
as  the  executive  officers  under  the  laws  of  the  .State  were  voted  for  on  a  ticket  labeled 
“State  Officers,”  and  the  Judges  on  a  ticket  labeled  “Judiciary,”  we  should  main¬ 
tain  the  distinctions  in  our  nominations. 

Mr.  Allen,  of  Lycoming,  said  in  this  resolution  he  only  had  in  view,  in  nam¬ 
ing  the  order  of  nominations,  the  importance  of  the  officers  to  be  nominated,  and  he 
thought  his  plan  was  right.  The  Supreme  Judge  was  next  in  importance  to  Cfov- 
ernor,  and  that  was  the  whole  idea  he  had  in  view  in  suggesting  that  the  Judge 
should  be  nominated  after  Governor. 
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Mr.  Peace,  of  Clinton,  hoped  his  friend  Sowden,  candidate  for  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  would  restrain  his  desire  to  get  a  vote  on  that  office,  and  allow  the  Con¬ 
vention  to  vote  in  the  manner  indicated  by  Mr.  Allen’s  resolution. 

Chairman  Buckalew  put  the  question,  and  there  was  doubt;  then  there  was  a 
division  and  greater  doubt.  Then  the  yeas  and  nays  were  called  and  the  Secreta¬ 
ries  couldn’t  agree  on  their  tallies. 

Mr.  CoFFROTH — Does  the  difference  change  the  result  ? 

Chairman  BuCKALEW — One  Secretar)-  says  it  will  change  the  result,  and  the 
Chair  will  not  take  the  responsibility  of  deciding.  The  Secretaries  will  call  the  roll 
again. 

This  time  the  vote  stood — yeas  (for  Mr.  Sowden’s  amendment j  121  ;  nays 
125,  and  the  amendment  was  defeated. 

Mr.  Sowden  then  moved  to  again  amend  the  report  by  nominating  the  fudge 
of  the  Supreme  Court  first,  thus  making  it  pre-eminent  by  leading  the  ticket. 
The  amendment  was  voted  down  and  the  resolution  of  Mr.  Allen  adopted. 


Commizzee  ozz  Resoluziozis. 

Chaimian  Buckalew  announced  that  under  the  resolution  he  would  first  reco^- 

o 

nize  the  Chainnan  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

Mr.  Wallace  said  the  report  he  would  present  had  been  agreed  to  by  a  veiy 
nearly  unanimous  vote  of  the  Committee,  representing  every  Senatorial  district  of 
the  State.  He  then  read  the  resolutions,  as  follows  : 

THE  PLATFORM. 

The  Democracy  of  Pennsylvania  unanimously  declare  : 

That  the  Republican  party,  its  measures  and  its  men,  are  responsible  for  the 
financial  distress,  the  misery  and  the  want  that  now  exist : 

It  has  had  control  of  the  legislation  of  the  country,  and  has  enacted  and  per¬ 
petuated  a  policy  that  has  enriched  the  few  and  impoverished  the  many ; 

Its  system  of  finance  has  been  one  of  favor  to  moneyed  rnorropoly,  of  unequal 
taxation,  of  exemption  of  classes,  of  high  rates  of  interest,  and  of  remorseless  con¬ 
traction,  which  has  destroyed  ever}-  enterprise  that  gave  employment  to  labor. 

Its  present  hold  upon  Federal  power  was  secured  by  fraud,  perjury  and  forger}-. 
Its  laws  are  unjust  and  its  practices  immoral ;  they  distress  the  people  and  destroy 
their  substance. 

The  only  remedy  for  these  evils  is  an  entire  change  of  policy  and  the  dethrone¬ 
ment  of  those  in  power. 

And  we  resolve  that  further  conti'action  of  the  volume  of  United  States  leiral 

o 

tender  notes  is  unwise  and  unnecessary.  They  should  be  received  for  customs 
duties  and  reissued  as  fast  as  received. 

Gold,  silver,  and  United  States  legal  tender  notes  at  par  therewith,  are  just 
basis  for  paper  circulation. 

A  close  connection  of  the  Federal  Government  with  the  business  interests  of 
the  people,  through  national  banks,  tends  to  monopoly  and  centi-alization,  but,  in 
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chan^inj^  tlic  system,  uniformity  of  notes,  security  to  the  note  holder,  and  protec¬ 
tion  of  the  caj)ital  invested,  shendd  l)e  ])rovided  for. 

d'reasury  notes,  issued  in  exchange  for  ])onds,  l)earing  a  low  rate  of  interest, 
is  the  l)est  form  in  which  the  credit  of  the  Government  can  be  given  to  a  paper 
currency. 

Labor  and  capital  have  eciual  demands  ui)on  and  responsibilities  to  law.  Com¬ 
merce  and  manufactures  should  be  encouraged,  so  that  steady  work  and  fair  wages 
may  be  yielded  to  labor,  whilst  safety  of  investment  and  moderate  returns  for  its 
use  belong  to  capital.  Violence  or  breaches  of  order  in  support  of  the  real  or 
supposed  rights  of  either  should  be  promptly  suppressed  by  the  strong  arm  of 
the  law. 

d'he  Republican  party,  by  its  legislation  in  1872,  which  reduced  the  tariff  on 
bituminous  coal  from  25  to  75  cents  per  ton,  and  upon  iron,  steel,  wool,  metals, 
paper  glass,  leather,  and  all  manufacturers  of  each  of  them,  ten  per  cent.,  struck  a 
fatal  blow  at  the  industries  and  labor  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  public  lands  are  the  common  property  of  the  people,  and  they  should  not 
be  sold  to  speculators  nor  granted  to  rail  road  or  other  corporations,  but  should  be 
reserved  for  homesteads  for  actual  settlers. 

Our  public  debt  should  be  held  at  home,  and  the  bonds  representing  it  .should 
be  of  small  denominations,  in  which  the  .savings  of  the  masses  may  be  safely 
invested. 

Thorough  investigation  into  the  electoral  frauds  of  1876  should  be  made,  fraud 
should  be  exposed,  truth  vindicated  and  criminals  punished ;  but  we  oppose  any 
attack  upon  the  Presidential  title  as  dangerous  to  our  institutions  and  fruitless  in  its 
results. 

The  Republican  party,  controlling  the  legislation  of  the  State,  has  refused  to 
execute  many  of  the  reforms  of  the  new  constitution ;  among  other  things,  it  has 
neglected  and  refused  : 

To  compel  the  acceptance  of  all  of  its  provisions  by  the  corporations  of  the 
State ; 

To  prevent  undue  and  unreasonable  discrimination  in  charges  for  transporta¬ 
tion  of  freight  and  passengers,  and  without  abatement  or  drawback  to  any ; 

To  give  to  all  equal  means  for  transporting  the  raw  material  of  the  State  in 
such  manner  and  to  such  points  as  they  may  prefer  ;  and  , 

To  publish  in  good  faith  monthly  statements  of  where  the  money  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  was  kept. 

The  Republican  party  creates  new  offices  and  adds  enormous  perquisites  to 
others,  and  fills  them  with  favorites,  whose  chief  duty  is  "to  manage  its  political 
machinery. 

Its  administration  of  the  State  government  grows  more  expensive  with  each 
year  of  its  rule. 

Legislation  has  been  directed  by  Republican  lobbyists,  who  in  turn  manipulate 
and  control  the  nominations  of  the  Repulilican  party,  and  its  candidates  are  the 
creation  of  a  junta  whose  decrees  are  accepted  as  the  irreversible  mandates  of 
absolute  hereditary  power. 

We  denounce  these  methods,  these  measures  and  these  men,  as  unworthy 
the  support  of  -an  honest  and  free  people,  and  we  invite  all,  of  every  shade  of 
political  opinion,  to  unite  with  us  in  delivering  the  Commonwealth  from  their 
hateful  rule.

SPEER  SPEAKS  FOR  AFRICA. 


R.  Milton  Speer:  Mr.  President — I  desire  to  say  a  few  words  in  behalf  of 
J.  Simpson  Africa,  of  Huntingdon.  He  is  a  native  of  my  own  town,  and  has 
been  employed  in  the  office  of  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs  the  past  three  years. 
He  is  a  pi'actical  surveyor  and  an  excellent  draughtsman.  He  is  a  man  of  unblem¬ 
ished  character,  and  one  Avhose  name  would  give  strength  to  the  Democratic  ticket. 
He  is  as  modest  as  he  is  worthy,  as  unassuming  as  he  is  able.  Why,  Mr.  Chair¬ 
man,  if  you  were  to  come  to  our  county  to  try  an  ejectment,  involving  the  true 
location  of  the  survey,  and  Africa  should  testify  against  you,  you  might  as  well  go 
back  to  Columbia,  for  your  case  would  be  lost.

Mr.  Wallace  then  moved,  and  it  was  agreed  to,  that  the  State  Committee  be 
eonstituted  in  the  usual  manner.  The  delegates  Loin  the  several  Senatorial  Dis¬

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Speeches  at  Close  of  Convention. 

Hon.  A.  H.  Dill,  conducted  by  the  Committee  appointed  to  notify  him  of  his 
nomination,  now  appeared  on  the  stage  and  was  greeted  with  deafening  applause. 

After  quiet  was  restored,  Mr.  Speer  said  :  Mr.  Chairman — The  Committee  ap¬ 
pointed  to  wait  upon  the  Hon.  Andrew  H.  Dill,  and  inform  him  of  his  unani¬ 
mous  nomination  for  Governor,  have  the  pleasure  to  report  that  they  have  dis¬ 
charged  their  duty,  and  they  now  present  to  you,  and  through  you  to  the  Conven¬ 
tion,  the  next  (rovernor  of  Pennsylvania.  (Applause.) 


SPEECH  OE  A.  H.  DILL. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Convention  :  I  thank  you  for  the  high  honor  you  have 
conferred  upon  me  in  making  me  the  candidate  of  the  Democratic  party  for  Gov¬ 
ernor  of  this  great  State.  (Applause.)  I  value  the  nomination  more  highly,  be¬ 
cause  it  has  been  given  me  without  personal  solicitation,  not  that  such  action  by  the 
representatives  of  a  great  party  is  not  an  object  of  the  highest  and  purest  ambition, 
but  because  I  was  unwilling  to  become  the  judge  of  my  own  fitness  for  this  exalted 
position.  (Applause.)  I  feel  the  great  personal  and  political  responsibility  of  the 
favor  you  have  done  me.  I  know  it  will  take  all  the  vigor  of  a  strong  man,  and  I 
know,  in  its  result  it  means  the  political  control  of  this  great  State  of  Pennsylvania. 
(Applause.) 

When  we  consider  the  unparalleled  condition  of  the  people,  their  prosperity 
blighted,  their  business  without  remuneration,  their  labor  unemployed,  the  founda¬ 
tion  of  commercial  prosperity  shaken ;  and  only  the  other  day,  in  the  Congress-  of 
the  United  States,  a  leader  of  the  Republican  pai'ty  advocated  an  increase  of  the 
army  in  order  to  repress  the  people ;  and  when  we  remember  that  the  political  party 
responsible  for  this  state  of  things  has  still  control  of  the  federal  offices,  we  have 
some  idea  of  the  foe  we  are  to  meet.  We  can  see  something  of  the  battle  that  is 
before  us.  If  we  are  to  gain  a  victory  it  can  be  done  only  by  the  determined  as¬ 
sault  of  a  united,  harmonious  and  enthusiastic  party.  (Great  applause.) 

The  Republican  party  pleads  continuance  of  power  because  its  mission  is  not 
yet  ended.  For  nearly  twenty  years,  with  temporaiy  exceptions,  it  has  had  com¬ 
plete  control  of  the  destinies  of  the  Union.  It  has  had  absolute  control  of  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive,  the  Judicial,  the  Legislative  department  of  the  Government,  and  what  has 
it  done  ?  With  full  power  to  increase  the  tariff,  it  has  lowered  it.  It  went  into 
power  with  wealth  generally  diffused,  with  few  millionaires,  and  with  no  squalid 
poverty.  How  is  it  now  ?  A  nabob  at  one  end  of  society,  and  at  the  other  end  a 
tramp.  Such  is  the  result  of  its  policy.  (Applause.) 

If  the  mission  of  the  Republican  party  is  not  ended,  it  ought  to  be,  or,  at  least 
it  ought  to  be  postponed  to  a  more  fitting  occasion,  and  the  mission  of  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  party  should  begin.  I  firmly  and  sincerely  trust  that  it  is  the  mission  of  the 
Democratic  party  to  lift  the  country  out  of  its  despair,  not  by  a  faint  search  for  any 
new  principle  of  political  economy,  but  by  the  application  of  proper  and  honest  gov¬ 
ernment  ;  by  a  reduction  of  government  expenses  in  order  that  taxes  may  be  reduced ; 
by  the  administration  of  government  friendly  to  the  new  Constitution ;  by  the  prac¬ 
tical  solution  of  practical  questions ;  by  enforcing  in  State  affairs  the  same  economy 
that  is  practiced  in  the  home  circle ;  by  the  cutting  down  of  expenses,  and  by  with¬ 
drawing  the  eyes  of  the  people  from  following  the  flag  to  the  hidden  deeds  accom¬ 
plished  under  the  flag. 

I  have  only  an  additional  word  to  say.  I  know  no  other  standard  of  duty  for 
a  public  servant  than  the  constitution  and  the  laws.  If  the  nomination  that  is  now 
made  shall  be  ratified  by  the  people,  I  promise  that  the  constitution  and  the  laws  of 
this  great  State  shall  be  my  guide  in  conducting  the  affairs  of  this  great  Common¬ 
wealth,  and  that  from  now  until  the  election  I  will  devote  to  the  service  of  my  party 
all  my  abilities  and  powers,  and  if  chosen  by  the  people,  I  will  devote  to  the  ser¬ 
vice  of  the  whole  people  of  the  State  the  same  measure  of  ability. 
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Tlie  si)eakcr  here  rclired  amid  very  entliusiaslic  applause. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  Dill’s  sj^eech  loud  calls  were  made  for  Mr. 
Wallace,  who  responded  as  follows  : 

S  PE  EC  II  OE  SENATOR  WALLACE. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Convention  :  I  am  in  no  condition  to  address  you  to¬ 
day,  after  two  days  of  arduous  labors,  and  I  know  you  do  not  desire  me  to  inflict 
a  sj)eech  on  you.  I  am  ])roud  of  your  ticket,  and  ready  to  employ  every  energy  I 
possess  to  aid  in  its  election.  (Applause.)  I  ask  you  to  come  with  me,  and  from 
now  until  the  Ides  of  November  shall  have  passed,  let  us,  in  every  district,  teach 
the  people  of  the  misdeeds  of  those  in  power.  Let  us  organize  our  ftirces.  Let 
us  indict  the  Republican  party,  and  instruct  the  i)eople  of  the  corrujRion  of  its 
leaders.  With  such  a  ticket  as  you  have  made,  and  with  proper  efforts  made  in 
behalf  of  the  candidates,  there  is  no  such  word  as  fail.  Let  us  teach  the  people 
that  the  mission  of  the  Democratic  party  is  onward ;  it  is  determined  to  sweep  the 
State  and  coerce  victory.  Let  us  remember  that  the  Democratic  party  is  now  upon 
its  march  to  victory.  Come  with  me,  with  the  standard  bearer  whom  you  have 
chosen  to-day.  Victory  is  within  our  grasp.  If  we  all  work  as  we  should,  I  repeat 
there  will  be  no  such  word  as  fail  in  the  vocabulary  of  the  Democracy. 

The  customary  resolution  of  thanks  to  the  officers  were  then  passed.  Before 
putting  the  motion  to  adjourn,  Mr.  Buckalew  said: 

SPEECH  OF  CHARLES  R.  BUCKALEW. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Convention  :  At  the  close  of  our  proceedings  it  af¬ 
fords  me  great  satisfaction  to  express  to  you  my  congratulations.  You  have  nomi¬ 
nated  a  sound  and  excellent  ticket.  I  had  the  honor  to  serve  some  years  in  the 
Legislature  of  this  State  when  your  candidate  for  Governor  was  a  member  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  and  also  while  he  was  a  member  of  the  Senate.  I  have 
had ‘experience  enough  of  public  affairs  and  public  men  to  know  something  of  them. 
I  desire  to  state  to  you  my  personal  conviction  with  reference  to  your  candidate. 
He  is  owned  and  controlled  by  no  man  and  by  no  intei'est  in  this  broad  Common¬ 
wealth  ;  he  has  a  good,  sound,  substantial  will  of  his  own,  and  is  competent  in 
every  way  to  be  your  Governor,  or  to  serve  you  in  any  other  position.  Go  forward, 
then,  gentlemen,  under  the  standard  of  your  candidate  for  Governor  and  of  the  hon¬ 
orable  men  associated  with  him  on  the  ticket,  under  the  conviction  that  your  cause 
is  good  and  that  your  candidates  are  good.  Not  wishing  to  detain  you  any  longer, 
in  adjourning  the  Convention  in  the  usual  manner,  I  now  propose  to  adjourn  with 
five  cheers  for  our  candidate  for  Governor  and  his  associates. 

The  cheers  were  given  with  a  will,  and  the  Convention  adjourned  sine  die. 


Sketches  of  the  Candidekes. 

FOR  GOVERNOR. 

Andrew  H.  Dill,  lawyer  and  State  Senator  from  the  27th  District  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  was  born  in  Baltimore  County,  Maryland,  January  18,  1836,  while  his 
father  was  filling  an  appointment  in  the  Baltimore  Conference  of  the  M.  E.  Church. 
His  parents  and  grandparents  were  natives  of  Adams  County,  in  this  State,  where 
numerous  members  of  the  family  still  reside.  By  the  periodical  changes  incident  to 
the  ministry  of  the  M.  E.  Church,  Senator  Dill  was  brought  to  Sunbury,  a  town  in 
his  present  Senatorial  District,  the  next  year  after  his  birth.  Until  he  graduated  at 
Dickinson  College,  his  life  was  spent  in  central  Pennsylvania.  He  graduated  at 
Dickinson  Seminary,  Williamsport,  Penn’a,  in  1852;  entered  the  Junior  Class  in 
Dickinson  College,  and  graduated  in  June,  1855.  He  then  engaged  in  teaching 
school  in  Maryland,  and  became  a  student  at  law  with  John  A.  Lynch,  of  Frederick 
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City,  Maiyland.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  the  fall  of  1858,  and  returned  to 
Pennsylvania  to  practice  in  Columbia  County.  In  1859  he  opened  an  office  in 
Gettysburg,  but  was  offered  and  accepted  a  law  partnership  with  his  uncle  in  Hunts¬ 
ville,  Alabama.  In  April,  i860,  he  returned  to  Pennsylvania,  and  settled  in  Lew- 
isburg.  Union  County,  where  he  became  actively  engaged  in  the  practice  of  his 
profession,  and  has  since  resided.  He  served  as  P'irst  Lieutenant  of  Company  P', 
in  the  28th  Regiment  Pennsylvania  Volunteers,  during  the  emergencies  of  1862 
and  ’63.  Receiving  the  nomination  for  the  Assembly  for  the  Counties  of  Lycom¬ 
ing,  Union  and  Snyder,  a  Republican  district,  he  was  elected,  and  took  his  seat 
January  i,  1870.  In  the  fall  of  that  year  he  was  elected  to  the  Senate  for  three 
years  from  the  same  district;  in  1873  he  was  elected  for  the  district  comprising  the 
Counties  of  Union,  Snyder,  Xorthumberland  and  Perry;  in  1876  he  was  elected 
for  the  district  comprising  the  Counties  of  Union,  Snyder  and  Northumberland. 

In  each  election  he  ran  far  ahead  of  his  ticket,  and  in  each  case  carried  a  Republi¬ 
can  district. 

FOR  SUPREME  JUDGE. 

Henry  P.  Ross  was  born  in  Doylestown,  Bucks  Gounty,  December  16,  1836. 

He  graduated  at  the  College  of  New  Jersey  (Princeton,)  in  1857,  and  was  the  class 
orator  of  that  year,  being  selected  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  his  class,  and  immedi¬ 
ately  commenced  the  study  of  the  law  with  his  father,  Hon.  Thomas  Ross,  and 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  December  16,  1859.  In  1862  he  was  unanimously  nomi¬ 
nated  by  the  Democracy  of  Bucks  as  their  candidate  for  District  Attorney,  and  was 
elected  by  a  large  majority.  In  1864  he  was  the  Democratic  candidate  for  Con¬ 
gress  against  Judge  Thayer,  in  the  Fifth  District,  and  had  a  majority  of  the  home 
vote,  being  defeated  by  the  soldier  vote.  His  vote  was  the  largest  ever  cast  in  ' 
Bucks  County.  In  1866  he  was  again  a  candidate  of  the  same  party  for  the  same  j 
position,  and  was  beaten  by  Caleb  W.  Taylor.  During  this  period  he  was  a  fre¬ 
quent  delegate  to  State  Conventions,  and  represented  the  Fifth  District  as  National 
Delegate  at  the  M’Clelland  Convention  in  1864.  He  filled  the  same  position  at  the 
New  York  Convention  in  1868.  In  1869,  the  law  having  created  an  additional 
judge  in  the  Bucks  and  Montgomery  Districts,  he  was  unanimously  nominated  for 
that  position,  and  elected  by  an  overwhelming  majority.  In  1871  Judge  Chapman, 
the  presiding  Judge  of  the  District,  declining  re  nomination.  Judge  Ross  was  unani¬ 
mously  nominated  as  his  successor,  and  elected  by  a  still  larger  majority.  The  new 
Constitution  creating  two  districts  out  of  the  Seventh,  Judge  Ross  was  elected  to 
preside  in  Montgomery'  County,  where  he  now  resides.  In  1873  elected  to 

deliver  the  oration  before  the  Literary  Societies  of  Princeton  College,  his  subject 
being :  “  The  duty  of  the  American  scholar  to  become  an  active  agent  in  Ameri¬ 

can  politics.”  In  1874  he  was  the  leading  candidate  for  Supreme  Judge  at  the 
Pittsburgh  Democratic  Convention,  but  was  beaten  after  having  distanced  all  his 
competitors,  by  a  combination  of  all  the  candidates  against  him,  and  then  only  by  a 
very'  close  vote.  In  1875  he  was  a  candidate  for  Governor  at  the  Erie  Convention, 
where  he  was  beaten  by  a  sudden  movement  in  favor  of  Judge  Pershing.  Judge 
Ross  takes  but  little  part  in  politics,  and  relies  upon  his  reputation  and  judicial 
record  as  his  best  advocates. 

FOR  LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR. 

John  Fertig,  the  nominee  for  Lieutenant-Governor,  is  now  forty-one  years  of  ' 
age.  He  was  born  in  Venango  County.  His  parents  were  in  humble  circum¬ 
stances,  and  his  early  education  was  acquired  principally  from  his  own  exertions. 

He  however  possessed  himself  in  his  boyhood  of  a  good  common  English  cduca- 
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lion,  and  wlien  cjuite  young  commenced  to  teach  school.  Immediately  after  the 
discovery  of  oil  in  1859,  he  turned  his  attention  to  the  drilling  of  wells.  From 
some  small  savings  of  his  own  he  procured  the  materials  for  “kicking”  down  a 
well.  Some  of  his  first  efforts  in  sinking  wells  were  unsuccessful — he  did  not 
strike  oil.  Ikit  he  ])ersevered  until  he  found  the  greasy  product  in  paying  quanti¬ 
ties,  and  this  was  the  beginning  of  what  afterwards  grew  to  a  fortune.  From  that 
time  until  the  present  Mr.  Fertig  has  been  a  producer  of  oil.  We  are  told  that  he 
has  been  ])ersonally  interested  in  the  sinking  of  at  least  one  thousand  oil  wells, 
scattered  in  all  parts  of  the  producing  district.  Several  years  ago  he  moved  to 
Titusville,  Avhere  he  now  resides.  In  1873  he  was  taken  up  on  short  notice  by  the 
Democrats,  and  run  for  the  office  of  Mayor  of  Titusville,  against  the  incumbent,  a 
Republican,  a  strong  man,  who  was  a  candidate  for  re-election.  Although  the 
Republicans  had  a  majority  in  the  city  of  one  to  two  hundred,  Mr.  Fertig  beat  his 
competitor  by  a  large  majority.  lie  was  re-elected  Mayor  twice  in  succession. 
When  he  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  he  found  the  financial  affairs  of  the 
city  were  in  a  wretched  condition.  A  large  debt  had  been  contracted  in  flush  times 
for  public  works.  But  Mr.  Fertig  addressed  himself  to  the  task  of  organizing  a 
system,  which  gradually  placed  the  debt  in  a  shape  to  be  handled.  In  a  word, 
when  Mr.  Fertig  came  into  office  the  city  had  no  credit.  When  he  left  it,  the 
bonds  were  sought  for  at  a  low  rate  of  interest.  In  1876,  Mr.  Fertig  was  nomi¬ 
nated  by  the  Democrats  of  Crawford  County  for  the  State  Senate,  and  although  the 
Republican  State  and  National  ticket  carried  the  county  by  a  majority  of  over 
eight  hundred,  Mr.  Fertig  was  elected  by  a  majority  of  forty-five.  lie  entered 
the  Senate  in  the  winter  following,  and  is  now  completing  the  second  year 
year  of  his  term.  He  has  developed  qualities  which  have  made  him  very  popular 
with  members  of  both  parties.  At  home,  in  the  oil  regions,  he  will  prove  a  tower 
of  strength  to  the  ticket  upon  which  the  Convention  placed  his  name.  Upon 
receiving  the  news  on  the  evening  of  his  nomination,  the  citizens  of  Titusville 
turned  out,  irrespective  of  party,  and  fired  one  hundred  guns  in  honor  of  their 
townsman. 

FOR  SECRETARY  OF  INTERNAL  AFFAIRS. 

J.  Simpson  Africa  was  born  in  the  town  of  Huntingdon,  and  is  now  in  the 
forty-sixth  year  of  his  age.  He  is  descended  from  Revolutionary  stock  through 
the  Simpsons,  of  Bucks,  and  Murrays,  of  Lancaster.  He  was  educated  at  the 
Huntingdon  Academy,  and  after  completing  his  studies  there  he  adopted  the  profes¬ 
sion  of  surveyor  and  civil  engineer,  and  has  since  then  devoted  his  entire  time  (ex¬ 
cept  wdien  engaged  in  public  duties,)  to  his  profession,  and  was  first  employed  as  a 
civil  engineer  in  the  location  of  the  Broad  Top  Rail  Road.  In  1853  he  was 
elected  County  Surveyor  of  Huntingdon  County  on  the  Democratic  ticket,  over  the 
nomination  of  the  Whig  party,  and  served  until  1857.  He  served  as  one  of  the 
clerks  of  the  Senate  during  the  sessions  of  1858  and  1859.  In  October,  1859,  he 
was  elected  to  the  House  of  Representatives  from  Huntingdon,  over  the  Republi¬ 
can  nominee.  He  was  several  times  elected  Burgess  of  his  native  borough,  and  is 
identified  with  the  leading  business  enterprises  there.  In  May,  1875, 
appointed  by  General  M’Candless  Deputy  Secretary  of  Internal  Aflairs,  and  upon 
him  fell  the  labor  of  organizing  the  new  Department  of  Internal  Aflairs  created  by 
the  Constitution  of  1873.  Since  his  appointment  he  has  given  the  office  his  undi¬ 
vided  attention.
